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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 

2. Applicant's submission filed on March 14, 2006 has been entered and made of 
record. 

Response to Arguments 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 9/23/2005 and 3/14/2006 with respect to 
Claims 21 - 40 have been fully considered and are persuasive in view of the terminal 
disclaimer filed on 9/23/2005 and the interview held on March 24, 2006. 

Regarding claim 36, the word "means" is preceded by the word(s) "arranged to 
convert", in an attempt to use a "means" clause to recite a claim element as a means for 
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performing a specified function. However, since no function is specified by the word(s) 
preceding "means," it is impossible to determine the equivalents of the element, as 
required by 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph. See Ex parte Klumb, 159 USPQ 694 (Bd. 
App. 1967). 

Examiner suggested to replace "arranged to convert" with "for converting". 
Applicant has agreed for the change and authorized the Examiner to amend the claim. 
In view of this, the rejection 35 USC 1 12 of Claims 21 - 40 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter
